It-was true that, practically, the law was the 

? same in England as in this Colony ; but unfart- 
unately in Hongkong they had not the same 
class of people with which to deal. 

Mr, Bruce Shepherd pointed out that¢ reditars 
got some Lenefit, as if no bankruptcy proceed- 
ings were taken they could take possession of 
debtors’ property and run away with the goods,
